RESIGNATIONS. 

A  number  of  the  first  missiouaries  of  the  Board  after  having  rendered 

two   yens'  faithful  tei vice,  jetired   frcm  the  wcik  at  the  close  of  the 

first  quarter.  These  bretluen  were  e«i  nest  aLd  successful  voikers — they 

^live   in  the  affections   oftlerfoile  au.osgst  whom   they  labored,  and 

their  works  follow   them.  Their  places  with  one  exception  have  been 

filled  by  others.

tier.     A  tour  made   by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  in  the  Tennessee 
Valley  last  December  opened  up  the  way  for  locating  two   pastors  at  im 
portant  points  in  that  valley — Rev.  Dr.  Sumner  at  Athens,  and  Rev.  T. 

B.  Craighead,  at  Tusciumbia.     The  labors    of  your    missiouaries   have 
been  exponded  in  the  bounds  of  87  Associations. 

Amongst  the  destitute,  more  work  has  been  done  by  the  Missionaries 
than  in  previous  years.  Whilst  all  of  them  have  been  mindfal  oi  the 
waste  places,  a  number  of  them  have  devoted  themselves  almost  entire- 
ly to  them.  Services  have  been  held  at  points  of  destitution  42o  time?, 
nor  has  the  work  been  in  vain.  The  word  of  life  has  proven  itself  the 
power  of  God,  unto  the  salvation  of  many.  As  an  ovidenco  of  this,  li 
churches  have  been  organized  at  destitute  points  during  the  year. 

DIFFICULTIES 
in  extending  the  work.    The  first  of  these    arises  from    the  want  of  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  some  Associations.    We  hope  to    overcome  this 
by  patient  continuing  in  well  doing. 

Some  few  churches  withhold  co  operation,  boeause  they  do  uot  like 
our  plan  of  work.  At  a  recent  gathering  of  Baptists  "the  best  plau  of 
conducting  our  Missionary  operations"  was  discussed.     There  were  four 
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■peakeis  and  four  different  plans  were  ad  vocav«d.  Brethren  forget  that 
in  anity  there  is  strength,  and  that  to  accomplish  the  great  object  wa 
hate  in  view,  we  must  not  only  work,  but  work  harmoniously  together. 

Another  difficulty  has  been  that  of  finding  suitable  men  to  engage  in 
the  work--men  who  are  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  for  the  sake  of 
Christ  an  J  of  souls— men  who  an;  willing  to  forego  the  pleasures  and 
(omforts  of  h>m<*  and  the  society  of  their  loved  ones — to  make  sacrifices 
ruch  at  few  arec-tlle-1  to  mike,  an  1  to  engage  in  labors  almost  equal  to 
those  of  apostolic  men  of  old.  with  no  human  reward  in  view,  but  that 
( fame  igre  an  1  uncertain  support.  -  Ha  i  it  not  been  for  this  difficulty, 
the  present  number  of  laborers  coald  have  been  Increased.  Had  the 
Board  own  able  to  offer  a  generous  and  certain  support,  earnest  men 
could  have  bt-en  brought  from  other  States. 

Anotherdlfficulty  In  the  way  of  extension,  and  which  necessitates  tome 
modification  of  the  present  plan,  is  this;  there  are  some  portions  of  the 
State  in  which  the  Board  is  now  operating,  where  owing  to  causes 
which  we  will  not  hero  discuss,  It  is  utterly  impossible  to  gather  up  from 
the  churches,  anything  like  a  proper  support  for  the  missionaries.  Thus 
where  the  work  amongst  the  churches  is  most  needed,  the  laborers  are  not 
properly  supported .  '% 

ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

t 

The  practical  results  of  the  year's  work  are  indeed  cheering.  The  or- 
ganization of  13  churches,  73  prayer-meetings,  90  sunday-schcols  and 
392  accessions  to  our  churches,  the  putting  of  "the  Alabama  Baptist"  In 
320  families,  these  are  results  that  should  gladden  our  hearts  and  call 
forth  a  spirit  of  devout  thankfulness  to  Him  who  has  owned  and  blessed 
our  efforts. 

Whilst  here  and  there  may  be  found  an  objector,  yet  there  is  a  very 
general  desire,  that  the  work  may  be  extended  all  over  the  State. 

Your  missionaries  are  ktndly  received  by  pastors  and  people,  and  some 
of  them  have  had  occasionally  to  preach  three  times  a  day  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  people. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  too  are  encouraging.  Though  by  no  mean  g 
as  large  as  they  should  be,  yet  they  are  in  advance  of  last  year,  and  the 
contributions  come  from  more  Associations  than  formerly — one  Associa. 
tion  wnose  contribution  last  year  to  missions  was  50  cents,  has  this  year 
given  to  State  Missions  alone  $139.53. 

RBSULT, 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  work  in  1875.  Since  a  change 
in  the  plan  of  operations  has  been  widely  discussed,  your 
Board  thinks  it  proper  to  incorporate  in  the  report  what  has  already 
been  accomplished  under  the  present  plan.

is  to-day.     Then  the  Convention  was  not  a  whit  larger   than  many  a  lo-      p  4V  *.•'•** 
cal  Association,  now  it  is  the  largest  religious  body  that  convenes  in  the      ' 
State, — then  only  11  out  of  53  Associations  were  represented,  now  there  I 
are  27, — then  there  were  other  general  organizations,  which  though,  not  '^ 
antagonistic  to  the  Convention,  yet  were  not  in  full   harmony  witli  it. 
Now  the  tendency  in  every  section  of  the  State  is  to  rally  around   the 
Convention.    Then  the  published  benevolent**  of  the  denomination  was 
©2,500, — now  it  is  between   $8,000  and   $9,000, — then  you  had  one  man 
doing   a  general    work, — now   you  have  16, — then  you  had  at  most  300 
Sunday  schools, — now  about  1,000. — then  there  were  about  4  or  5  minis- 
terial students  in    Howard  College, — now   there  are  17, — then  it  may  be 
safely  asserted,  that  not  a  man  In  the  denomination  knew  our  numerical^ 
.^rength,  the  number  ol  oiir^irufcTres^prassoctatlonB,-— now  weare  post- 
ed onUiesG'bflrriTiin     Five  years  ago  how  liitTe'was   known  ot   the  fear 
f  ul  destitution  in  our  State,  where  a  tnan  may  travel  all  day  and  not  see 
a  church  building,  that  there  are  places   where  people  walk  15  miles  to 
hear  the  gospel  as  preached  by  our  missionaries,  and  that  some  of  them 
have  preached  this  year  to  grown  men  and  women  who  had  never  heard 
it  before.     Such  facts  as  these  plainly  show  that  however  defective  the 
plan  of  operations  may  have  been,  the  work  has  been  successful.    VVe  do 
not  claim  that  these  results  have  been  reached  alone  by  your  Board,   we 
gladly  accord  to  the  "Alabama  Baptist"  the  influence  exerted  by  it,  but  we 
believe  that  all  will  readily  admit  that  the  State  Mission  Board  has  been 
the  most  potent  agency  at  work. 

The  kutuiii  of  th«  work 
What  shall  it  be?  Successful  in  tho  past,  shall  we  notjmake  it  more|so  in 
the  future'  The  field  has  been  explored,  our  true  condition  discovered 
and  we  are  now  prepared  to  go  to  work  intelligently.  Encourageo  by 
the  past  and  animated  by  bright  hopes  for  the  future,  let  us  address  our- 
selves with  renewed  zeal  to  the  won,  and  like  Cwsar  of  old  accounting 
nothing  done  whilst  any  thing  remains  to  be  done,  let  us  labor 
and  pray,  and  give,  until  the  20  Associations  not  represented  in  this 
body,  may  be  brought  into  harmony  with  us,  until  there  shall  be  no  com- 
munity in  Alabama  without  a  gospel  church,  and  until  all  our  churches 
are  live  missionary  bodies,  glorifying  Christ  by  giving  freely  and  regular- 
ly of  their  means  to  send  the  gospel  to  the  whole  family  of  man. 

Twenty-two  missionaries  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  have  been 
at  work  a  part  or  all  of  the  year'.

The  Home  Department  which  was  establish •>  I  a  vei-  a,- 1  ut  S>  ni  oxpe  ise  to  tho 
Institution  has  supplied  a  want  long  felt.  It  consists  of  a  suite,  of  rooms  adjacent  to 
the  Dining  flail  with  all  the  accommodations  that  could  he  desired  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  sick.  The  nitron  an  1  hoasek-epor,  wiii  U  a  Inly  of  experience  and  Christian 
eu'ture.  resides  In  this  department,  and  by  the  general  supervision  over  It  and  tho 
d'nlug  hall,  we  have  Imparted  to  the  College  a  homelike  air  and  Influence  which  con* 
tributes  to  the  health  and  co.hfurt  of  the  students,  and  exercises  a  line  moral  Influ- 
ence upon  them.  In  nddttlon-to  this  outlay  much  new  furniture  has  neon  honght 
many  of  the  rooms,  and  all  of  tho  roof  repainted,  and  the  property  generally  kept  In 
■i  good  stste  of  preservation. 

Wnlle  thu  Baptists  of  tills  State  claims  to  hive  unler  th  dr  Instcrlllg  cine  an  Instl- 
tUllon  of  learning,  they  should  see  tint  It  Is  of  that  high  grade  of  character  that 
will  command  their  respect,  their  admiration  and  what  patronage  they  are  able  to 
influence.  In  Howard  College  we  believe  all  these  requisites  are  to  be  found.  Yet  wo 
tlud  Baptist  p-tronage  from  communities  where  our  ministry  arc  well  Informed  going, 
elsewhere.  All  tills-  is  Certainly  duo  to  Ignorance  ol  tho  character  of  our  Institution 
and  n  lukewaneness  on  the  part  of  those  who  should  bo  alive  to  every  Interest  of  the 
Denomination.  If  It  bo  from  the  want  of  Information,  the  proper  means  should  be 
employed  for  the  enlightening  of  the  people.  Let  tho  matter  bo  talked  of  In  public 
and  in  private,  .-show  Its  merits  by  its  fruits.  Placo  In  contrast  Its  graduates  and 
those  who  have  resolved  Its  Impress,  with  thosoof  other  institutions  whether  thoy 
be  In  tho  learned  professions  or  In  tho  business  walks  of  life.  Compare  expenses  uot  so 


much  by  such  rate*  ns  wv  usually  puhllshel  In  rollcgc  catalogues  a«  by  annul  ex- 
penses. Kur  out  si  do  of  the  Items  put  down  In  tho  catalogue  there  may  he  nfany  oth- 
ers arising  from  the  need*  and  local  surroundings  of  tho  Student.  Where  parents 
havu  sent  one  son  to  Howard  College  and  another  elsewhere  as  they  thought  for 
usoiio  sy,  we  don't  know  ofau  Instance  but  that  It.  was  demonstrated,  that  the  econ. 
omy  was  In  favor  <.r  Howard  College.  As  Baptists,  considering  one  of  our  most 
vital  inter  sts,  It  Is  our  duty  to  have  Ihese  matters  investigated  and  ventilated.  If 
this  were  done  the  nil  oher  of  secular  students  would  he  so  materially  Incensed  '.hat 
It  would  not  be  nocossar/ forus  to  ask  that  a  professor  bo  furnished  to  tench  tho 
Theological  Stud'iiss.  In  leod,  we  believe  tho  same  effort  lu  tho  associations  for  the 
>>ue  as  for  the  other,  w  mid  keep  tho  proportion  not  greater  than  one-tenth  as  It  haa 
been  lor  years.

Report  of  the    Trustees  of  the   Judson   Female   Institute — Session,' 
1879  and  1880. 

The  Forty-Second  session  of  the  Judson  Institute  closed  on  the  17th 
day  of  June,  1880.  The  Dumber  of  pupils  registered  daring  the  session 
WM  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  Of  this  number  there  were  in  the 
Excelsior  Class  0;  in  the  Collegiate  Department  7l;in  tho  i'rim.  and  Prep. 
department  43;  in  the  Art  department  41;  in  the  Music  department  80j 
Boarding  pupils  6S;  day  60.  Eleven  young  ladies  received  diplomas  on 
Commencement  Day.  Three  gold  medals  were  awarded,  one  to  Miss 
Elhi  Murphree,  of  Troy,  Ala.,  for  excellence  in  Art;  one  to  Miss  Mollie 
Bonduinnt,  of  Marion,  Ala.,  for  excellence  on  the  Piano,  and  one  to  Miss 
Minnie  Goodwin  of  Srlma,  Ala.,  for  excellence  on  tho  Organ. 

Wo  throw  out  the  suggestion  that  the  friends  of  the  Judson  would  do 
a  good  service  to  tho  Institution  and  to  the  cause  of  Education,  if  they 
would  combine  to  give  at  tho  close  of  each  session  Gold  Medals  to  such 
pupils  as  show  speciol  excellence  in  the  various  schools  of  the  Institu- 
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tution.  Who  will  start  the  good  work,  which  has  been  so  generously 
carried  forward  l>y  liberal  friends  In  othor  Institutions  of  learning?       -.1 

The  number  of  boarders  last  session  wbb  larger  than  at  any  time  oar- 
ing thu  previous  ten  years.  Thin  necessitated  a  considerable  expense 
for  repairs  nnd  new  furniture.  New  pianos  und  new  organs,  of  the  best 
make  wen-  also  purchased.  Al!  lite  bed  rooms  were  newly  carpeted. 
We  thus  spent  something  over  $2,500.00  in  adding  to  tho  conveniences, 
the  comforts  and  appliances  of  the  Institution.  While  we  regard  it  as 
unusually  well  equipped,  it  is  our  pur|K)se  to  make  it  from  year  to  yeur 
increasingly  inoro  worthy  of  your  patronage. 

The  general  health  during  the  past  session  was  excellent.  Wo  believe 
i  would  be  dilllcult  to  lind  any  largo  institution  whose  sanitary  regula 
tions  ure  better.  Constant  and  well  directed  care  is  given  to  tho  neat- 
ness and  cleanliness  of  the  building  and  premises,  to  regulars  hours  of 
work,  recreation  and  sleep,  and  to  a  full  supply  of  varied  and  well  pre- 
puredjfood.  A  large  and  well  arranged  garden  supplies  an  abundance  of 
fresh  vegetables  In  thoir  season,  n  good  housekeeper  attends  personally 
{O  every  detail  of  the  cuisine  department,  and  a  conscientious  matron 
looks  after  the  health  of  tho  pupils.  "*' 

The  President  has  been  assisted  by  a  corps  ol  excellent  teachers.  The 
result  of  tlieirjaithful  labors,  as  seen  in  tho  examinations  and  exercises 
of  commencement  week,  elicited  the  highest  commendations  af  patrous 
and  friends. 

There  has  been  but  little  demand  for  discipline,  in  the  ordinary  sense 
of  the  term.  Appeals  to  conscience,  to  the  better  sensibilities  of  the 
of  the  lieatt,  a  constant  presentation  of  the  beauty,  aud  worth,  Rnd  re- 
ward of  an  upright,  amiable  deportment;  these  means  have  realized  the 
happiest  results.  An  earnest  yet  cheerful  religious  influence  has  been 
appareut  during  the  session.  Sixteen  of  tho  pupils  were  baptized  by  the 
pastor  of  Siloaui  Church.  While  the  main  design  of  the  institution  is 
the  culture  of  the  mind,  it  welcomes  and  fosters  every  influence  which 
seeks  the  growth  of  piety  and  salvation  of  the  soul. 

A  beautiful,  refined,  christian  happy  home,  where  cultivated  and  pi- 
ous teachers  exert  a  moulding  influence;  where  physical  strength  and 
grace  may  he  developed;  where  the  powers  of  the  mind  maybe  unfolded 
and  trained;  where  tho  nobler  affections  and  aspirations  of  tin  soul  may 
be  *ncournged  and  strengthened,  stch  >s  the  ideal 
which  the  managers  of  tho  Judson  are  trying  to  reach.  In  this  great, 
work  they  need,  they  ask  for  the  confidence,  the  sympathy  nnd  thu  pat- 
ronage of  our  Baptist  brotherhood,  and  find  that  they  do  not  ask  too 
much.  They  ask  for  that  which  can  be  given,  and  which  if  generously 
given,  will  enable  them  to  make  the  Judson  all  that  its  most  ardent 
friends  could  desire.

Hepokt  on  Home  MISSIONS. 

We  have  mason  for  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  what  has 
boon  accomplished  in  tho  past  through  the  Homo  Mission  Board.  That 
God  hns  signally  blessed  this  agency  for  tho  dixsomination  of  tho  glorious 
gospel  of  the  blessed  God  must  ho  readily  admitted  by  all  who  have  con 
sidered  what  has  boon  done  during  so  nhort  a  time. 

In  almost  all  of  our  Southern  States,  and  in  tho  Indian  Nations  strong 
and  efficient  churches  havo  boon  established.  Wo  need  but  call  to  mind 
the  influential  churches  in  Washington,  Richmond,  Altanta,  Galveston, 
Now  Orleans,  and  many  other  Important  centres,  to  form  soini  idea 
of  the  work  this  Board  lias  accomplished.  Hut  while  much  has  boon 
'Accomplished  there  still  remains  much  Ian  1  to  bo  possessed, 

Tho  home  field  is  widening,  and  there  is  sti|l  very  great  destitution 
Our  Corresponding  Secretary  is  receiving  almost  constant  appeals  f  >r 
help  from  almost  all  parts  of  tho  South. 

This  groat  destitution  wo  think  can  only  be  supplied  through  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  it  becomes  us  as  Southern  Baptists  to  pour  in- 
to tho  treasury  of  the  Board  more  liberally  of  our  moans  in  the  future 
than  we  hvvo  done  in  the  past.  . 

It  must  bo  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  receipts  of  tho  Board  during  tho 
past  year  have  been  much  less  than  in  somo  former  years.  True  this 
can  he  accounted  for  partly  from  the  fact  that  there  has  boon  a  multi- 
plication of  State  Boards,  and  those  have  more  or  less  divided  tho 
funds  expended  upon  the  home  field. 

Chinese  Mission  in  California. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  appointed  Hev.  .7.  B  Elartwoll  as  mis 
sionary  to  tho  Chinese  in  California.  Already  Bro  Hart  well  is  beginning 
to  see  the  fruits  of  his  labors.  Last  February  he  baptized  one  into  tho 
fellowship  of  tho  First  Baptist  Church  in  San  Francisco.  He  expects 
soon  to  organize  a  Chinese  church. 

Indian  Missions. 

Rev.  W.   F.   Bucknor  is  prossiug  vigorously  on  Ll  the   work  iu   the 
Creek  Nation,  ossistod  by  four  native  preachers  who  are  also  doing  a  good 
work. 

Another  very  encouraging  feature  among  tuo  Indians,  is  the  Manual 
Labor  School.  This  peoplo  are  becoming  alive  to  the  Importance  of 
education.    The  school  promises  to  be  a  great  success.

Missions  in  thkStatk. 

Encouraging  reports  come  to  us  from  all  our  missionaries  in  the 
State 

A  general  summary  of  the  work  as  given  in  the  last  annual  report  of 
our  Corresponding  Secretary.  Weeks  of  labor  1,091  churches  supplied 
65.  othar  stations  54,  sermons  preached  2,580.  addresses  delivered  1,027, 
prayer  and  other  religious  meetings  attended  Oi»f»,  baptized  275,  received 
by  b-iter  215,  restored  111,  professed  conversion,  but  not  baptized  by 
missionary  284,  Sunday  schools  G5,  pupils  1700,  teachers  179,  pupils 
converted  OH,  teachers  converted  15,  pages  of  tracts  distributed  8,000' 
bit'esand  testaments  distributed  174,  houses  of  worship  built  7,  relig- 
ious visits  2731,  miles  traveled  48,338. 

Your  committee  regret  that  the  Home  Board  have  been  enabled  to 
do  so  little  for  the  evangelization  of  tho  colored  people,  scarcely  any 
contributions  having  been  given  to  their  treasury  for  this  purpose. 
We  would  urge  upon  the  churches  a  more  liberal  provision  for  this 
important  interest  in  connection  with  the  agencies  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board. 

Our  Treasurer's  report  for  this  year  shows  the  total  receipts  to  be  &20-J 
624.30,     Of  this  sum,  Alabama  has  contributtd  $1,108.  * 

Alabama  was  formerly  among  the  most  liberal  supporters  of,thi* 
Board, not  (infrequently  leading  all  the  other  States  in  her  contributions, 
both  before  and  since  the  war.  But  there  has  of  late  years  been  a  sad 
decline.  Can  not  there  be  something  done  to  bring  the  Baptists  up  to  at 
least  an  approximation  of  the  old  figures,  when  she  gave  from  #4,000 
to  $8,000.  Last  year  Va.  gave  $2,100,  this  year  she  proposes  to  give  $4,- 
000.  Can  not  Alabama  do  as  much''  We 'earnestly  recommend  that  the 
Baptists  of  Alabama  this  year  raise  at  least  $4,000.

I  preserve  a  file — which  file  shall  constitute  the  authentic  record  of 
'  the  Convention.  He  sl-all  also  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
j  bodv.  F\i  ■  hi-*  services  re  tray  receive  a  reasonable  compensation 
The  printing    of   the    minutes    of   the   Convention,  and  Jtbo 

compensation  of  the  Secretary,  shall  be  paid  for  by  a  prorata 
I  taken  ircin  the  fundb  sent  for  the  various  objects  fostered  by 
i    this  body  each  3  ear.

State  Mission  Board  and  the  resolution  adopted   by  the   Convention  un- 

«  der  which  this  Committee  was  appointed,    beg  to  report  that  the  matters 

referred  have  received  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

Loaklng  over  the  whole  field  covered  by  the  report  of  the  work  done 
by  the  State  Missionary  Board,  there  Is  every  cause  of  commendation 
and  of  gratitude  and  nothing  to  condemn.  From  so  small  a  beginning 
what  great  things  have  resulted.  We  cannot  well  see  how  more  could 
'have  been  accomplished  with  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board; 
the  wonder  b  that  so  much  has  been  done.  But  for  the  suggestion  In 
the  report  that  the  success  achieved  pDlnted  to  greater  efforts  and  a  more 
enlarged  work,  It  would  seem  wise  to  leave  undisturbed  a  plan  which 
has  been  operated  so  successfully.  Acting  however,  upon  the  sugge«. 
tlon  that  greater  results  can  bo  achelved  with  less  expenditure  of  labor 
and  personal  inconvenience  to  the  Missionaries  and  the  Societary,  after 
a  full  consideration  of  the  plans  suggested  to  the  Committee,  the    fol 
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lowing  is  recommended  for  the  consideration  of   the    State  Convention. 
1st    That  the  Stuto  Missionary  work  be  conducted  as  heretofore  by  the 

State  Mission  Board. 
2nd.  That  the  entire  Missionary  work,  State,   Home  and  foreign,  and 

the  collection  of  funds  for  the  beneficiaries  of  the  ilowurd    College,  aud 

for  the  inaintainuiu-u  of   Theological   students   at  the    Southern  Baptist 

Theological  Seminary,  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  be  entrusted  to  the  State 
Board  ;  thut  all  collections  made  for  any  one  of  these  enterprises  be  re- 
mitted through  the  Corics|  onding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  where 
churches,  associations,  or  societies,  prefer  to  remit  directly  to  the  Home 
und  Foreign  Boards,  tins  be  aud  are  requested  to  notify  the  Secretary 
cf  whut  bus  been  done,  so  thm  he  cuu  keep  an  account  of  the  receipt8 
and  disbursements  for  and  on  account  of  the   mission   work  done  by  the 

Baptists  of  the  State  of  Alabama.

5.  That  the  manner  iu  which  the  work  to  he  done  shall  be  performed, 
the  number  oi  Diissloiiaiics  to  be  employed,  the  time  for  which  they 
shall  be  employed,  the  character  of  the  work  to  be  done  and 
whether  in  any  particular  district  an  agent  shall  be  employed 
to  raise  money,  or  to  do  a  particular  work — all  shall  be  entrusted 
to  the  discretion  and  best  judgement  of  the  Hoard. 

(I.  Thut  as  one  of  the  means  of  accomplishing  the  evangelization  of 
the  State,  the  Hoard  be  entrusted  with  the  dissemination  of  religious  lit- 
erature, and  such  other  agencies  us  they  may  select,  amongst  the  people 
by  means  of  the  missionaries.  As  it  method  of  advancing  religious 
knowledge  and  of  promoting  the  enterprises  of  the  Baptists  in  the  State, 
that  the  Hoard  urge  pastors  to  put  the  "Alabama  Baptist"  and  the  "For- 
eign Mission  Journal"  in  the  hands  of  all  their  membership. 

7.  In    on'(  ito  facilitate  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  more  easily 
supervise  the  work  tobodone.ascprtained  by  the  experience  of  the  present 
Board  ami  as  suggested  by  the  Board,  it  is  recommended    that  the  place, 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  he  changed  to  Selma,  and  that  iu    the  re  or. 
ganixatlon  of  the  Board  a  quorum    he   selected  of  brethren   residing  in 

Selma. 

8.  That  in  as  much  aa  tho  present  enBajromtJita   of  the   Board  do  not 

expire  uutil  November,  1880,  it  is  recommended    that    the    Convention 
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now  raixea  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses   of  the  Board' 
including  the  salary  of  the    Oorroipoiding   Sicretiry  until    that  time 
'  In  the  mean  time  the  pastors  uau  organize  their  part  of  the  work. 

The  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  is  recommended. 

Ki-solvoi,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  of  the  Baptists  of  Ala* 
bam  a  are  duo  and  horobv  tendered  to  the  State  Mission  Board,  the  Corn 
responding  Secretary  ami  the  Missionaries  of  the  Boir  1,  for  the  ir'.orl» 
ov.s  work  that  has  been  accomplished  and  that  we  say  unto  th  mii, 
wklloonk!  They  have  been  faithful  in  the  tfroat  work  com  uittcd  to 
them,  and  wo  fool  assured  they  will  bo  faithful  to  the  end.

ia  it,  that  any  opposition  should  havo  over  existed  to  such  organizations* 
Yet  such  is  the  fact.  It  is  however  gratifving  to  the  christian  that  all 
opposition  is  fast  giving  way  to  a  higher  and  more  exalted  iufluence. 
The  foundation  of  all  good  founds  its  resting  place  upon  th-1  Bible. 
Hence  the  important  lessons  taught  in  the  Sabbath  Schools  have  been 
the  means  of  deyeloping  a  purer  civilization,  and  creatng  in  the 
minds  of  its  votaries,  antagonisms  to  despotic  rule  in  church  or  Stats. 

Tho  great  forces  brought  to  bear  upon  the  naiads  of  children  through 
such  agencies,  are  fraught  withftuoalculablo  blessings.  It  prepares  the 
young  to  receive  the  impressions  of  truth  that  eiuonate  from  the  divine 
mind,  and  guides  them  into  the  paths  of  virtue  and  mor.uity.  It  is  a 
mighty  online  in  eliminating  error  and  restoring  virtue — civil  govern- 
ment is  made  more  permanent,  and  the  rights  and  liberties  of  a  tree 
people  more  secure.  Through  its  teachings,  wickedness  is  unveiled,  vice 
exposed,  and  the  better  qualities  of  tke  human  intellect  and  human 
heart  are  educated  and  disciplined  for  ahisher  and  nobler  sphere  of  ac* 
tion. 

To  mould  and  shape  the  younit  mind  into  a  moral,  symmetrical  form, 
is  one  of  its  noblest  and  grandest  achievements.  When  this  is  done, 
humanity  is  blessed,  advanced,  society  olovatod,  and  tjod  honored. 

Your  committee  havo  no  statistics  from  which  to  compile  a  tabular 
statement  showing  the  number  and  condition  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  in 
Alabama;  for  this  information  we  refer  to  tho  report  of  the  Corres- 
ponding  Secretary  of  tho  State  Mission  Board.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  tho  Sabbath  School  cause  is  increasing  in  interest  and  perfection. 
This  is  said  by  some  to  be  the  centenary  year  of  Sabbath  Schools; 
whether  this  bo  a  fact  or  not,  nevertheless,  it  has  produced  greater  ac- 
tivity and  interest  in  many  parts  of  America  aud  Europe  it  wo  are  to 
judire  from  tho  many  Sunday  School  mass  meetings  and  celebrations 
that  are  beiun  held. 

Your  committee  believing  that  the  Sabbath  Schools  should  be  nurture 
ed  and  fostered  by  every  church  and  every  member  of  our  denomination 
would  recommend  and  urge  UDon  every  one  who  has  "named  the  name 
of  Christ, "to  give  their  uid.eucouraKoinent  aLd  prayers  in  behalf  of  this 
cause,  and  wo  are  impressed  with  the  convictien  that  it  will  redound  to 
our  goou,  the  happiness  of  the  peoplo,  and  advancement  of  the  church 
militant.

A  communication  from  the  Colored  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  Alabama,  explaining  1st,  the  work  of  tho  Convention,  tho 
spread  of  the  Gospel,  Sunday-school  work,  education.  The 
colored  Baptists  have  established  a  Normal  and  Theological 
school  at  Seluia,  which  is  iu  a  prosperous  condition.  The  prop- 
erty of  tho  school  and  improvements  cost  $t,0U0,  and  is  paid 
for.  2nd,  The  aims  of  the  Convention.  3rd,  A  request  for  en- 
couragemout  and  aid  from  tho  white  Convention,  was  read  and 
the  communication  was  referred  to  tho  Committee  ou  the  Evan- 
gelization of  the  Colored  Race. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  tho  Report  uf  the  Commit- 
tee on  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers,  which  was  then  read  and  dis- 
cussed by  T.  H.  Watts,  after  which  prayer  was  offered  by  T.  T. 
Tichonor,  whon  discussion  was  resumed  by  J.  G.  Harris,  \V.  S- 
Rogers,  A.  P.  Starke,  W.  E.  Lloyd,  E.  F.  Baber,  D.  VV.  Ram. 
sey,  J.  I.  Stockton,  D.  P.  Bestor,  B.  Manly,  S,  A.  Goodwin,  I.  T, 
Tichonor,  J.  G.  Harris,  J.  J.  D-  Renfroe,  Jos.  Shackelford,  J.  O, 
Hixson,  J.  M-  Phillips,  J.  R.  Hawthorne,  and  fifty  dollars  was 
pledged  by  D.  P.  Bestor,  fifty  by  J.  C.  Bush  and  fifty  by  T.  H- 
Watts,  for  the  work: 

Support  ok  Aged  aud  Inkikm  Ministers. 

The  Alabama  State  Convention  at  its  last  session  unanimously  decided 
to  place  the  Provisions  for  aged  and  infirm  ministers,    and  tho   widow* 


and  orphans  of  deceased  ministers   among  the  benevolent  objects  foster- 
ed by  the  Denomination. 

Vour  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  a  goodly  number  of  Associations 
have  entered  heartily  into  the  project,  and  have  appointed  committees  to 
procure  funds,  and  to  report  to  their  respective  bodies  which  are  to  con- 
vene this  fall. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  report  of  your  committee  must  neces- 
sarily bo  meagre.  We  have  nothing  definite  to  report,  but  consider 
that  the  attention  the  subject  is  receiving  is  encouraging.  We  would 
urge  upon  every  Association  and  church  in  the  State  to  take  action 
in  regard  to  this  important  enterprise.  We  would  especially  request 
each  Association  to  ascertain  the  number  of  aged  and  infirm  Ministers, 
within  its  bounds,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  Convention  at  its  next 
session. 

The  Scripture  pertinently  asks,  "Wlio  goeth  to  war  at  his  own 
charges  '.'"  Hut  the  support  of  the  soldier  during  war  is  no  more  obliga- 
tory than  his  support  after  a  life  long  endurance  of  hardness  asagood 
soldier  has  bereft  him  of  youth,  vigor,  and  health,  to  bear  tho  heat  andV 
burden  of  the  day.  "Common  justice  and  humanity,  not  tospeak  of  grati- 
tude,  call  loudly  upon  every  Baptist  in  the  State,  to  sustain  the  veterans 
who  have  fought  our  battles,  and  to  care  for  tho  widows  and  orphans  of 
those  who  have  fallen  in  our  cause. 

In  France  the  magnificent  Hotel  des  Invalides  furnishes  an  honorable 
retreat  for  old  soldiers,  and  attests  tho  nation's  sense  of  obligation  to 
those  who  have  worn  themselves  out  In  her  service.  England  owes  her 
greatness  chiefly  to  her  navy,  and  the  noblest  hospital  in  tho  world — 
Greenwich,  the  home  of  aged  and  disabled  seamen— shows  tho  tho  nation's 
gratitude. 

The  children  of  this  world  are  wiser  in  their  generation  than  tho  chil- 
dren of  light.     Let  us  imitate  and  profit  by  their  example.

Th*  spirit  of  Education  is  abroad  in  the  land.   Tho  people  generally 

;ire  waking  up  on  this  subject,  as  is  evidencod  by  tho  multiplication  of 
educational  institutions  in  all  parts  of  our  country.  In  the  increased 
interest  manifost'-d  in  tho  cause  of  education,  and  especially  miniate* 
rial  education,  we  are  gratified  to  know  that  BaptUts  are  not  behind 
any  other  i)eople.  Tho  nourishing  and  well  endowed  (educational)  in" 
atilutiona  of  other  States,  and  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Loaisrille, 
Ky.,  aro  witnesses  that  wo,  a,"  a  denomination  at  large,  aro  alive  to  tho 
importance  of  education,  esoocially  ministerial  education-  While  much 
has  boon  dono  by  tho  Baptists  of  Alabama  in  this  direction,— while 
this  Convention  has  over  manifested  a  most  earnest  desire  to  build  up 
and  maintain  denominational  schools,  yet  wo  regret  to  say,  that  owing 
to  various  causes  not  now  necessary  to  repeat,  wo  have  not  accomplished 
as  much  as  wo  desired.  It  is  unprofitable  now  to  complain  of  tho  past 
and  its  lost  opportunities.  Lotus  improve  tho  present,  and  seo  that 
j>\\r  institutions  of  learning  aro  fully  equal  to  the  great  und  growing  de- 
mands made  upon  therm 

From  tho  reports  of  tho  various  institutions  under  the  fostering  caro 
of  this  Convention,  wo  aro  ^ratified  to  learn  of  their  increased  prosper* 
ity  Rincoour  last  session-  Wo  are  proud  of  our  Baptist  h  hools  in  Ala* 
Lama.  Without  endowment,  depending  for  support  upon  tho  patronage 
thoy  get,  thoy  aro  certainly  doing  well  in  maintaining  themselves. 
In  looking  at  the  work  that  Howard  College,  tho  Judson  Female  Insti< 
tuto  and  the  Alabama  Central  Fomalo  College  at Tufkalooaa,  have  done, 
and  are  doing,  wo  are  convinced  that  the  Baptists  of  Alabama,  have 
i :  these  institutions,  engine*  of  power  and  influence  in  developing  their 
strength,  second  only  to  tho  preached  Gospel.  Your  Committoo  aro 
firmly  of  tho  oninion  that  our  denominational  schools  are  necos" 
sary  to  tho  growth  of  our  principles  and  consequent  growth  of  our  do- 
nomination  and  interests,  A  denominational  school  gives  strength  to 
tho  denomination  that  sustains  it.  It  supplies  its  preachers  and  Its 
professional  men.  As  an  evidence  of  this,  we  haye  only  to  refer  to  a 
few  facts.  Tho  church  of  England  was  founded  upon  Oxford  and  Cam* 
Dridgo  Universities,  and  its  ministers  were  educated  at  these  institu- 
tions, which  were  eminently  of  a  denominational  character.  In  our 
own  country,  Presbyterians  regard  Princeton  as  the  source  of  their 
power  and  influence  Their  ministry  have  in  a  great  measure  been  edu- 
cated thoro.  Brown  University  has  greatly  enhanced  tho  power  and 
infiuonco  of  Baptists  at  tho  North,  and  even  in  tho  South,  by  the  omi* 
ncnt  and  learned  men  sho  has  sont  out.  Georgia,  the  banner  State  of 
the  South,  so  far  as  Baptist  strength  and  growth  are  concerned,  has  at- 
tained thisjhigh  position,  through  her  Morcer  University,  a  d^nomina* 
tional  school.  The  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Scmirary  has  exerted 
a  wonderful  and  most  hoalthy  influenco  upon  our  denomination  in  th* 
South,  in  tho  improvement  of  our  rising  ministry.  Tho  present  posi- 
tion of  power  and  influence  of  our  denomination  in  A  lab  una  is  largely

due  to  the  work  of  our  own  Howard  College,  We  might  multiply  ox« 
auiplos  of  this  character,  but  these  will  suffice  to  show  that  denomiaa* 
tional  institution1?  of  learning  have  always  a  great  influence  in  mould" 
ing  the  character  and  directing  the  work  of  a  lcligious  denomination. 
In  truth,  wo  may  Bay  that  in  each  State  of  our  country,  the  progress  of  our 
denomination  has  been  commensurate  with  the  work  of  its  literary  and 
theological  institutions.  Again—there  is  a  general  demand  for  an  odu» 
catod  ministry,  and  consequently  an  absolute  necessity  for  supplying 
this  demand.  There  is  also  an  increasing  demand  for  schools  where 
our  sons  and  daughters  can  bo  brought  under  the  influence  of  pure 
moralt!  and  Christian  faith.  There  is  a  demand  for  educated  Christian 
men  and  women  to  servo  as  toachors  in  the  schools  and  academies 
throughout  the  land-  This  de:nand  can  host  bu  supplied  by  donoinina-. 
tional  schools.  The  influence  of  nowspapers  and  books  is  paramount, 
if  religion  is^to  prevail  in  our  countrv  and  exert  its  influence  over 
the  roadiug  public,  pious  writers  must  bo  trained  and  educated  in  de- 
nominational schools.  In  this  period  of  intellectual  culture,  when  we 
all  acknowledge  that  mind  is  the  gift  of  God,  and  recognize  our  obligax 
tion  to  imnro  v«  it ;  when  wo  see  what  a  wide  influonco  is  exerted  by  a 
Christian  character  and  a  cultivated  intellcct.it  is  indispensable  that  the 
pen  and  tho  pulpit  should  advance  simultaneously.  No  denomination 
can  exert  .t-  just  influence  among  men  when  this  necessity  is  not  pro* 
vjded.  for.  It  affords  your  Committee  pleasure  to  bo  able  to  state  that 
the  noble  institutions,  both  male  and  fomale,  under  your  fostering  cure 
are  meeting  tho  wants  suggested.  This  is  emphatically  true  as  regards 
Howard  College.  It  furnishes  secular  education  of  a  high  order,  by 
moans  of  its  Dhvsical  appliances  and  by  means  of  an  able  and  laborious 
faculty,  who  impart  thorough  and  practical  instruction  and  who  have 
laid  out  a  broad  and  comprehensive  course  of  study.  The  ability  of 
this  collego  has  been  shown  in  tho  character  of  thoso  who  have  been 
educated  there  and  who  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the  various 
professions  in  which  tho  they  have  successfully  engaged.  Again,  How- 
ard College  in  furnishing  an  education  adaptod  to  tho  needs  of  tho 
young  ministry  of  tho  State,  because  tho  instruction  given,  aims  at 
practical  and  immediate  results.  Tho  wants  of  the  denomination  boing 
so  satisfactorily  supplied  by  this  institution  it  is  rapidly  increasing  in 
popularity.  Your  Committee,  however,  would  urge  upon  tho  denomina« 
tion  the  importance  of  supporting  still  more  liberally  this  school;  send 
your  sons  hero  to  bo  educated  ;  use  your  influonco  in  securing  pupils  for 
it.  While  our  pastors  aro  striving  to  build  up  their  churches  and  have 
pledged  themselves  to  aid  tho  great  Mission  work  in  which  this  Conven- 
tion is  engaged,  let  them  not  forget  that  upon  tho  success  of  the  Hows 
ard  will  depend  much  of  the  prosperity  of  the  denomination  in  tho  State 
and  the  advance  of  its  Mission  work. 

It  ib  most  desirable  that  this  Collego  should  be  endowed.  Ther«  is  an 
imperative  necessity  that  an  endowment  fund  for  at  least  one  Chair 
should  be  raised  in  a  short  time.  The  increased  number  of  Thelogical 
students  at  the  Howard,  without  \  corresponding  iucrease  in  tho  num« 
ber  of  teachers,  makes  it  bear  Tory  hard  upon  the  present  faculty.  They 
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give  wore  than  their  equitable  share  towards  the  education  of  those 
young  men.  We  think  that  the  churches  and  associations  which  agree 
to  pay  tho  board  of  tho  Theological  students  sliuuld  also  pay  a  portion 
of  their  tuition.  If  this  is  Dot  done.this  denomination  will  have  to  raise 
inonoy  to  pay  tho  salary  of  another  teacher,  or  only  a  limited  number 
of  younfc  ministers  can  be  received  in  the  college.  As  to  the  present 
wants  of  the  college  in  the  way  of  teachers,  wo  would  recommend  that 
tho  trustee?  take  such  steps  as  in  their  judgement  they  may  think  best. 
They  havo  done  so  well  in  tho  past  in  maniging  the  interests  of  this 
institution,  that  we,  as  u  Convention,  are  satislied  to  leave  tho  matter 
with  thorn,  pledging  ourselves  to  co-operate  with  them  in  any  plan  th»*y 
may  desire  for  -he  more  enlarged  success  of  tho  College.

on a  portion  ot  our  citizens  and  have  enacted  laws  which  intliet  a  pun- 
ishment upon  tin-in,  And,  Whereas,  we  deem  It  unjust  to  discriminate, 
in  the  enactment  of  laws  between  any  class  of  our  citizens  aud  groat* 
corporations. 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  tho  Baptist  Stato  Convention  of 
Alabama,  representing  a  large  and  Influential  denomination  of  chris-

Wo  learn  with  pleasure  that  in  18711,  Southern  Baptists  have  given

But  the  mere  giving  of  money,  important  as  it  is,  is  hut  a  small  par1 
of  the  gift,  which  the  earnest  Christian  makes  to  Foreign  Missions.

May  we  not  look  and  hope  for  the  speedy  coining  of  the  day  when  no 
man  need  say  to  his  neighbor,  "Know  thou  the  Lord,  for  all  shall  know 
Him  from  the  least  to  the  greatest?"
